Arts council awards 
East Jordan students 


Two East Jordan High School art 
students were honored by the Jordan 
River Arts Council on May 15 with 
scholarships. 

Sara Vrondran, council chairper- 
son, presented the Betty Ann Osborne 
scholarship of $1,000, given in 
Betty’s memory by her family, to se- 
nior Stephanie Mills. The scholarship 
is given to a high school senior plan- 
ning on attending college for fine arts.

Demolition begins on power plant 


The Wolverine power plant in Advance is missing 
a wall, like a huge dollhouse where a giant child once 
moved engineers up and down the stairs, reading the 
meters on equipment now exposed to the elements. 
For some it is a bittersweet dismantling: the power 
plant was the workplace for many local people over 
the years. 

Anera ended when the coal barges ended their trips 
into Lake Charlevoix; the mountains of coal that once 
fed the huge boilers are gone. Even the coal conveyor, 
once moving coal up from the docks to the plant, is 
erased from the Advance skyline. 

But for many, removal of the long-unused building 
is a blessing, with another strip of shoreline opened 
to view, and eventually, perhaps, to private owner- 
ship. , 

“We have started to take the structure down,” said 


Craig Boor, of Wolverine Power. “It will be on-going 
for a good portion of the summer. We are trying to 
get it down as quickly and as safely as possible. By 
July or August we should be down to the slab.” 

H & M, a company out of Holland, was awarded 
the demolition contract. 

According to Boor, the coal and fly-ash have been 
gone for 4 or S years, and the dismantling of the build- 
ing is one of the final steps in readying the site for 
future sale or development. 

Boor does not believe the site is a brownfield and 
there are no contaminants that he is aware of on the 
property. 

The power plant property is for sale, and there has 
been some interest according to Boor. 

“You will continue to see people and equipment 
the rest of the summer,” he said. |

The Michigan Department of 
Agriculture has initiated « detee- 
tion tree system in northern Michi- 


gan to help identify the-reaches of 


the emerald ash borer in this area. 
and to help contain the insect. 

The detection tree is set up, ac- 
cording to John Hill of the MDA. 
by scraping the bark offan ash tree 
in about a 6-inch strip all the way 
around the trunk in the springtime. 
The removal of the bark stresses 
and weakens the tree, eventually 
killing it. but the tree will main- 
tain its leaves throughout the sum- 
mer. 

The weakened tree is not able 
to resist insects, making it more 
attractive to parasites. In the fall, 
the tree will be culled and its bark 
removed. The tree will be in- 
spected for signs of infestation. 

“This will help detect any un- 
discovered EAB infestations,” 
Hill said. While this system is used 
for numerous infestation detection 
programs, the detection trees seen 
in our area as specifically target- 
ing EAB on ash trees. 

According to Hill, the MDA did 
the same thing last year with lesser 
density, only four traps per town- 
ship, as compared to this year’s 
eight to 16 traps per township. 

“Oscoda, Manistee, Cheboygan 
and Antrim counties were all 
found positive as a result of last 
year's detection trees,” Hill said. 
“The first step is to go back and 
do a visual survey, looking for 
Signs and symptoms in a six- 
teenth-mile grid until we are one 
and a half miles from the last 
known positive tree.” 

At Young State Park, it was dis- 
covered that the overall impacted

The officers were taught the proper way to 
fall (they were pushed off their bikes for this 
exercise); the proper way to ride up and down 
Stairs; firearm tactics and how to incorporate a 
bicycle into law enforcement situations. 

The officers were also trained on obstacle 
courses at very low speeds so that they will be 
able to maneuver through large crowds of pe- 
destrians. Their duties will involve mostly 
downtown and parks areas, where they may 
expect to encounter crowds. 

In addition, they learned about traffic safety. 
Police officers on bikes are at greater risk for 
injury due to their constant movement, as well 
as more vulnerable interaction with traffic. 

They were also trained in their different nu- 
tritional needs with the level of energy ex- 
pended on a bike beat: “‘more carbs, more wa- 
ter,” Spate said. 

And their training included a significant 
amount of bicycle maintenance. 

“We can take care of most problems,” they said. 

An aspect of police work unique to bike po- 
lice is their increased role in public relations. 

“It gets us out where we can actually be seen 
as people,” Spate said. “People will be able to 
meet us and learn who we are instead of just a 
car. Maybe people will come to us more with 


their concerns instead of having to dial 9-1-1 
after hours.” 

“Our main focus will be the business district 
and parks. Last year there were several in- 
stances of vandalism inside and outside busi- 
nesses.” said Jeff Gettel, assistant chief of po- 
lice. “They Il have closer contact with young 
folks downtown.” 

Quiet approaches will give law-breakers less 
opportunity to leave the scene, and should mean 
an increase in arrests, and — hopefully —- a 
decrease in criminal activity, but the police de- 
partment hopes that it does more. 

“We hope it will create a bond with some of 
the youth that run downtown and the officers.” 
Gettel said. Spate agreed. 

“i'll be harder to keep from getting caught. 
but [ think a lot of the kids are going to like it, 
too. We are doing what they are doing — riding 
around having fun,” he said. 

Besides creating a safer downtown and parks 
system, the bike police hope to he able to edu- 
cate kids about where it is appropriate to ride 
bicycles and skateboards, and also they plan to 
hold a “bike rodeo,” to teach bicycle safety. 

“It will promote bicycling in the community.” 
Gettel said. 

The officers volunteered for the job. which will 
add increased hours, as they work both on bikes 


and in their normal schedules. The increased hours 
will require overtime pay, and the Main Street 
Program has pledged to set aside $6,000 to help 
pay for that overtime. if it is needed. 
Officially in use for a week already, the bike 
patrol enjoyed their first Mushroom Festiva). 
“Itwent well. We got all positive comments from 


the public,” Gettel said. Spate said that he could* 


“hardly move™ through the crowd, so many people 
stopped him to talk about the new program. 

“They will be very visible at special events 
— Mushroom Festival, Fourth of July. car 
shows.” Gettel said. “These two guys volun- 
teered to do the bikes. Each of them have per- 
sonalities that interact well with the public. 

“The bike police are here to stay.” Gettel 
added. 

“T's going to be fun — the whole thing will 
be fun,’ Spate said. “We will get to patrol ar- 
eas we don't normally get to. It will be nice to 
deal with people in a more friendly level in- 
stead ot , 1st when something's going wrong.” 

So when you see the guys. ask McGuire how 
his daughter is coming on her T-Fal and wooden 
spoon drum, or whether Spate’s two-year-old 
has found any more morels, or how they like 
their bikes. They are a couple of Boyne City 
family men, and full-fledged police officers on 
bicycles, as well.

Dangers of 


anonymity 


Last week I received a call complaining that we had 
" recently misidentified a couple of students. 

I don’t like to quibble with those complaints. I know 
that we are entrusted with your children and 
grandchildren’s named, and printing them correctly is 
important. I think — and hope — that students enjoy see- 
ing their names in the paper, and it matters that we get 

them right. 

It also matters that we 
get the facts of the news 
right, and that direct 
quotes are word-for- 
word. 

To tell the truth, I am 
pretty darn conscientious 
about word-for-word ac- 
curacy, but when my notes 
say something like, “not 
comm intention...,” I won- 
der if the actual quote was, 
“Tt is not the ...” etc., or 
whether “comm” stands for commission, community, 
commiserator, common-law, commode, Communist, or what. 

Usually context helps me with the latter dilemma, and 
sometimes I fudge on the “It is not” part. In spite of that, 
I think that we are able to maintain a pretty high level of 
accuracy. We strive to write just what we see and hear 
and no more than that — or when we rely on another 
source, we make sure that we identify that source and 
quote it accurately. 

It’s very important. 

But nobody dies if we get it wrong. 

So Iam wondering about the Newsweek story that cost 
at least 16 lives. 

Personally, I love my Bible. It’s got a soft leather cover, 
and I have lots of underlined things in it that personalize 
it for me. But the Word became flesh, not bound paper, so 
I don’t idolize the book. If someone flushed it down the 
toilet, I think I would remember that the Bible itself says 
to hide its words in your heart — insurance against such 
an occasion of loss. 

Muslims do not feel the same way about their holy book, 
the Quran. It is a sin and a crime to desecrate it. It is pun- 
ishable by death, as we have seen. 

1 don’t think it’s clear whether anyone actually flushed 
a Quran. I personally have yet to encounter the toilet up 
to the task, but I suppose it could have happened. If it did, 
it was wrong, and the person or persons involved should 
be reprimanded and retrained, at least. 

But the reporter who told the story should have been able 
to guess the consequences of his words. Blood would run. 

In our world, blood is not a fair exchange for disre- 
spect, however holy the object. We know this: take the 
manure-encrusted Virgin, or the crucifix submerged in 
urine as art, for instance. Christians may not like the bar- 
rage of insults to our faith, but we don’t take up arms 
against it. In the world of Islamist extremism, blood is a 
fair exchange for many things: disrespect, impertinence, 
adultery, and more. And these same reactors will destroy 
an ancient Buddhist temple without a second thought, or 
carve the lips off Christians to prevent evangelism. 

I think the reporter and his editors should be held ac- 
countable for lack of restraint, regardless of the veracity 
of the claim —- the extremists are the culprits, but 
Newsweek was complicit. 

People in the media are in an odd position of power. 
Even I could say, “... the source, a high level official at 
the city hall, spoke on condition of anonymity,” — with 
or without the actual benefit of such an esteemed official. 

I do not believe the Newsweek reporter created his 
source out of whole cloth. I believe he had a source — 
who has some culpability of his or her own, but ah, the 
beauty of anonymity. (I would guess, however, that source 
will no longer have the distinction of being deemed “reli- 
able.”) 

There is one more element: Sometimes, even in a small 
town, people say things that I just don’t print. Sometimes 
I make the judgement call that a comment is unnecessar- 
ily divisive or merely impulsive, and that it is in the over- 
all best interest not to publish it. Is that censorship or com- 
mon sense? 

In telling the truth, am | obligated to include details 
that may injure people without adding value to the story, 
or even adding truth? 

Could it be that in wartime, regardless of a journalist’s 
independent view on that war, some things are better left 
unreported — whether or not they are true — in the inter- 
est of protecting innocent lives from people too easily 
inflamed to murderous wrath?

site in northern Michigan. 

“We are looking at the fact that the EAB 
is a serious environmental threat to ash 
trees nationwide,” Hill said. “We didn’t 
want this, but we have this pest. We are 


using all our resources to try and combat | 


this. The Department of Agriculture, the 
DNR, MSU, the U.S. Forest Service, and 
the USDA Animal/Plant/Health Inspec- 
tion Service are all working together to 
try and combat the EAB.” 

The greatest obstacle, Hill said, is the 
unknown. The emerald ash borer is an 
exotic Asian beetle, according to the 
MDA, responsible for the death of 15 mil- 
lion ash trees in Michigan. It was discov- 
ered in 2002, and, Hill said, little was 
known about the insect. 

“A page and a half was found — in 
Chinese,” Hill said. “Since that time, 
we've had tu learn everything new — bio- 
logical controls, life cycle.” 

And funding is a challenge. 

“We didn’t have enough to finish eradi- 
cation cuts, so we're working on contain- 
ment cuts and establishing detection trees 
within a 200-year radius of affected trees, 
as well as up to 200 more trees are estab- 
lished within the area of known positive 
trees.” Hill said. At the Young State Park 
site, work is ongoing. 

“We have identified the perimeter of 
infested trees, and will go back and sur- 
vey the middle in the next couple weeks 
to identify all the positive ash trees,” he 
said. ‘We have discovered that there are 
at least 31 trees within that site or grid 
that are positive, but we don't know how

many in Young State Park.” 

Homeowners with positive trees will 
have those trees targeted for removal, and 
the wood will not be allowed to leave the 
site. There will be a quarantine boundary 
established, although Hill said the MDA. 
will work with property owners so that 
the wood could be cut into logs in a re- 
stricted, permitted and controlled environ- 
mént to return value to the landowner. The 
parasite lives directly under the bark, and 
the interior of the tree remains unaffected. 
Bark and slabwood with the bark on will 
have to be chipped and burned according 
to the conditions of the quarantine. 

“It is quite a challenge in many ways, 
and the potential to be an environmental 
disaster as we face losing our ash re- 
sources,” Hill said. “Moving firewood and 
logs is the largest means (of artificial 
spread of the EAB). This did not spread 
naturally from lower Michigan. People 
can not move ash firewood, logs, bark, 
slabwood. They should use local sources 
of firewood. That’s how this happened.” 

According to a May 20 press release 
from the MDA, a ban has been imposed 
in the movement of untreated hardwood 
out of Michigan’s lower peninsula. 

Dan Wyant, MDA director, stated in the 
release that the ban will result in a strength- 
ened ability to “restrict firewood movement, 
seize any wood illegally moved and impose 
penalties for unlawful movement of fire- 
wood.” These measures, Wyant said, are 
“crucial to preventing the artificial spread 
of EAB into the U.P. and other states.”
